from the Ruinous Portico of St. Paul's, 
in the year 2199, to a Friend settled in 
Boston, the Metrop olis of the Western 
Emp ire. 
Also Sundry Fugitive Pieces, 
p rincip ally wrote whilst up on his Travels 
on the Continent. [Motto from Juvenal.] 
London, 1780. 
Mr. Dobell exp lains that, though the 
book is dated 1780, the p oem in it on 
London Is dated March 21, 1771. He 
attributes it to the p rofligate second 
Lord Lyttelton. Here is one of his ex­ 
tracts from the comp osition: 
And now thro' broken p aths and rugged 
ways. 
Uncultivated regions, we advanc'd 
Towards fam ’d Augusta’s towers, on the 
Thames 
(Whose clear broad stream glides smooth­
